Activities during FY 1965 

There was a significant amount of informal communication and coordi- 
nation between committee members and between other representatives of 
the participating agencies. Review and coordination of estimates continued 
on a bilateral basis, US Bureau of Mines and the CIA, regarding production 
of gold in the USSR. Members accept, as agreed statistics, the CIA estimates 
of Communist World production of selected minerals and metals published 
annually in the CIA/ORR Economic Intelligence Statistical nandbOOK.
